Manly had promised to give them their 
tax receipts in July, or after the begin- 
ning of tho new ncal year, when be 
would have Bomo money in his district 
funds, which were then depleted. It 
took considerable explanation to assure 
the citizenfl that the trouble waa because 
ol a provision in the tew prohibiting the 
payment in one nflcal year of au indebt- 
edness incurred in another. The bills 
for 1MB road work amounted to about 
SHOO, and tho supervisor had under- 
taken to pay these out of the treasury 
after July 1st, although he knew it 
would be illegal, because MB predecessor 
had done tho same the two or three pre- 
ceding years. 
But now, alter much consideration, 


Mr. Manly haa decided on making .a 
propoaition to the Board oi Supervisors, 
which he believes, they will accept. 
Of tbe 850 men who workedon the road 
to earn their tax receipts only 137 own 
real estate and from these only can the 
assessor enforce the collection of the 
tax 
The remaining 213 have no prop- 


erty and Mr. Vincent would practically 
be unable to collect from them. There- 
fore they will not be molested any fur- 


Fromthoaewhohavereal estate Asses- 


sor "Vincent, in compliance with law, 
will demand the payment of the road 
tux. At $3 each the total is $411. 


Supervisor Manly proposes to flak the 


board to pass the claims of these 137 
citizens for the road work they per- 
formed last Bpring. 
White such action 


will be illegal, Mr. Manly will offer to 
become personally responsible for the 
amount of {411, and if anyone seeks to 
take the members of tbe board to^ ac- 
count for the money they paid out ille- 
gally, he will settle the question by pay- 
ing the money out of his own pocket 
back into the county treasury. 


When the claims are allowed the money 


will be turned over to the assessor in 
payment of the tax, 
Mr. Manly doea not anticipate any 


trouble, as he does not believe that any- 
one will take advantage of his predica- 
ment and compel him to pa;

The Accident Occurred in His 


Mine Near Letcher Sun- 


day Afternoon. 


By the premature discharge of a giant 


powder cartridge Edward Lloyd, owner 
of tbe Confidence mine near Letcher, 
met with a terrible death last Sunday 
afternoon. 


In company with John Mailo, an 


Italian mine? in bia employ, Lloyd was 
working in the mine, and about 3 o'clock 
was tamping a charge of dynamite pre- 
paratory to discharging a blast. Tbe 
dynamite went off prematurely, and 
Lloyd, who waa bending over the blaat, 
received the full effect of tbe discharge. 
He was burled several feet and was hor- 
ribly mutilated about the face. His 
bones were crushed and broken in sev- 
eral places. 


Mailo was some distance away and 


preparing to leave tbe tunnel when the 
accident occurred. He did not escape 
unhurt, but his injuries are not danger- 
ous. His left hand was badly bruised 
by the flying rock and the little and 
third fingers were cut off. Tbe right 
arm ia badly swollen and probably 


roken. 
Coroner Long waa notified by tele- 
hone of the accident and Deputy cor- 
ner J. C. Long drove np to tbe neich- 
trhood and held an inquest Sunday 
ght. Tbe remains were brought to 
rnsno yesterday and the date of the fa- 
era! baa not yet been set. 
Mailo waa taken to the connty hoa- 
,tel yesterday for treatment. He nays 
mt Lloyd died in a very few minutei 
fter the explosion. 
Lloyd was 64 years old and ft native 
f England. For many yeara he bad 
esided in Fresno county, and daring 
ie last twenty-seven years he waa en- 
aged in mining in tbe Sierra Nevada 
mountaina. It ia said that be refused 
i offer of $7500 for the Confidence 
ine.

FRESNO'S^ MUNCHAUSEN. 


Tale of Two Prominent Citizens 


Who Went Hunting. 


Vice-President J. S. Eastwood and 


Chief Engineer J.N. Smith of the San 
Joaquiu Electric Company, inapccted 
the proposed route of tbe transmission 
line bstween Freano and Hanford last 
week, and Mr. Eastwood has many 
startling experiences to relate in regard 
to their adventnrea on the journey. 


He says that the fog on the Kings 


river bottoms waa so thick that the 
horses almost floated in it, and several 
times the rig came near upsetting by 
running np the side of an extra thick 
bank of fog.

Bat to 
the dismay of the mighty hunters it wai 
found that the fowla were frozen BO fas 
in the ice that not even oue duck could 
be extricated to brine home aa aa an 
evidence of their prowess.

Our interests 
are exceeded only by those ol Great 
Britain a jd are fltsadily crowing in im- 
portance, bnt they will receive a ievere 
setback, if they are not permanently in- 
jnred, in case the European powers are 
allowed to establish their custom houses 
in China. 
From the extension ol 


British influence we have little or 
nothing to fear, for her commercial laws 
are very favorable, but the acquisition 
of footholds in the Flowery Kingdom by 
Germany, France and Rnasia ia a mat- 
ter of eerioui concern to thia country. 
The Germane are particularly inimica' 
to ua and will do their ntmost to dis- 
criminate azainat our commercial in 
tereata, and it might have a good effec 
if we Bent a protest to the Chinese gov 
wrnment against its acceding to the out- 
rageons demands of the Germans. From 
France we have less to [ear and from 
Bnsiia etill leBB, at least as matters ar 
now, but there ia no guarantee that tb 
good relations existing between th 
United States and those governments 
will continue forever. 


Charlei Denby, Jr., wno should be 


well informed on the aubjeet under con- 
sideration, aaid recently: 


It ia not too Uta to do something, for 


the United States' trade interests there 
i in China) are second to those of England 
only. China is onr natural market. Tbe 
Chinese tariff treata all alik«, and China 
is the only great field where American 
mannfactnrera meet all rivala on equal 
terma. The treaties of the United States 
with China provide that American goodB 
shall not be diacrimlnated againat and 
that no monopoly ah»ll be granted to 
anyone./With the seizure of territory 
these treaties fall to the eround and the 
spheres of influence hostile to American 
commerce spring into esistauce before 
European aggreasora havo time to raise 
the cry of vested interests. Let the 
American government demand that 
whoever may become masters of the aoil 
an equality of tariff ahall ba maintained 
and tbe American manufacturer shall 
not bear the burden oi a tax imposed 
by his competitors. 


Tbia advice we should undoubtedly 


follow, If tbe partition of China is 
inevitable; bnt if, aa seema possible, the 
Integrity of tbe Chinese empire may be 
maintained by a coalition composed of 
tbe United States, England and Japan, 
then onr interests would be equally pro- 
tected and a great wrong to a weak 
nation prevented. At all eventa no 
change should be permitted to affect 
onr commercial interests and we Bhonld 
be ready to present onr just demanda in 
the firmest manner.^

The company asserts tbat 
it purchased the land from Lloyd eev- 
eral years ago when it was obtaining 
rights of way for the flume running 
from Pine Ridge to Olovia. The flume 
traverses the land which Lloyd took up; 
and tho company, as it claims, acquired 
the mine aa well as tbe right of way. 


0. B. Shaver, president of the Flume 


and Irrigation Company, yestarday filed 
an affidavit with tho county reorder 
showing proof ol labor on the Confi- 
dence quartz mine, 


Contrary to the general belief that 


Lloyd was the owner of the property, 
Mr. Shaver eeta forth the following 
a'bgatlona in the document: 
l'Tue said cnrparation (F. F. and I. 


Co.) is now, aud has been during all the 
time mentioned in this affidavit, the 
owner of the mininc property herein 
mentioned. At loaat $500 worth of labor 
and improvements have bp.en performed 
and mado therein during the yottra iSijLi, 
18% and 1897. Said mine waa located 
by one Edward Llcyd, in accordance 
with hia notice of location 
thereof 


recorded on January 6,1887, und the ex- 
penditures ware mado, and eueh labor 
and i EH prove ra en ta were performed upon 
and at tho request ot and for the nae 
and benefit of said corporation, the 
owner of said claim, for the purpces of 
holding tbo same."

Au Inspector's View of the Rapid 


Spread of Fires. 


From the New York Post. 


Philadelphia firemen have been re- 


ceiving some instruction concsrning 
causes of the rapid spread of fires in 
large buildings and the handling of gas- 
oline fires. Mr. McDevitt, an inaur- 
ance inspector, waa the instructor in 
the first named subject. Hia theory as 
to the cause of the sudden bursting out 
of flames from all portions of a burning 
building is that it is due to the accumu- 
lation of smoke, winch becomes very 
donee in the building, and is then ig- 
nited by the flames and explodes, set- 
ting on fire any light material all over 
the building. He illustrated his theory 
with a rude apparatus, aud showed tbat 
smoke is unearned carbon in a very 
fine state of divisibility, which needs 
only a sufficient admixture of air to be- 
come explosive when anproached by 
flame. The recital of happenings oi 
several large fires appeared to bear out 
Mr. McDevitt's theory. 


Juet what to do in tbe matter would 


depend largely on the conditions in eacb 
caie, tbe inspector said. If the smoke 
were allowed to escape there would be 
little liability of explosion; but, from 
lime immemorial, it has been the prac- 
tice to keep the burning bulldinzclosed, 
with the idea of preventing a draught. 
Often in such cases, when a lower door 
or a window IB opened to admit the fire- 
men, an explosion follows. 
If early 


enough on tbe scene the firemen could 
render tbe smoke harmless by sprayinjt 
it with water belore the flames bad 
i eached it.

A Wild Despairing Crowd

CmcACo, December 24.—Fire tonight 


destroyed the Ooliaenm buildine at Six- 
ty-third street and Stoney leland ave- 
nue in which the national Democratic 
convention was held laat year. The fire 
waa one of the quickest seen in Chicago. 
From tbe time when the fire originated, 
by tho crossing of electric light wires, 
until the Coliseum wae a pile of twisted 
iron and hot bricks, was not over twenty 
minutes. 


The building ban bean rented for a 


manufacturers' exposition and was filled 
from end to end with booths, all^ 
which wore deEtroyed, with all their 
contents. 


It ia supposed that & number of people 


were lost in the flames and although no 
hodifia hfwn been recovered, the follow- 
ing per.rilfi are miEBing and have un- 
doubtedly perished:

The fire originated in a booth which 


was used for an exhibition of X rays 
the booth bain; managed by M. J. Mor- 
ley and William Robertson. The two 
men were examining the Roantgen ma 
chine when they were startled by B 
sizzling noise behind them, and upon 
turning, eaw a part of their exhibition 
ablaze. 
Crossed electric light wire 


which were over the exhibit are though 
to have caused the flamea. They at fire 
tried to smother the flames, but before 
they secured water the fire had spread 
throughout the entire booth. Morley 
realizing that he and hia partner wonU 
be unable to cope with tbe flames, mad 
an endeavor to save some of the rone 
valuable of the X ray paraphernalia 
Banning to the machine he grasped twc 
Orcokea tubes and with Robertson be 
g&n Bghting his way out oi the baildine 
Before he reached an exit the tubea 
which he held in both haudi, exploder 
from tbe beat, sevarelv lacerating hii 
hands. His hair also caught fire and h< 
WBB severely burned about the head 
Robertson waa burned about the face. 


AbontSOO people were iu the building 


at the time of the fire, and at the firs 
alarm there waa a rush for safety 
Most of tboee endeavoring to escape ran 
to a large door on the east side of the 
building, which is wide enough to adrm 
a team of horses and wagon. A crowd 
of fully 200 people gathered before thi 
door, which was found to be locked, an 
•s tbe fire was roaring through th 
buildintt with great speed, it seemed for 
few minutea aa though none of thoa 
would be able to escape. 


W. J. Wheeler, a watchman, saw tb 


trouble and ran to open the door, bu 
tbe crowd waa packed in front of it e 
closely that he had the greatest diffi 
cnlty in opening it. Once it swun 
open, however, the crowd waa in th 
open air In a few seconds. During th 
jam at thia point several people wer 
crashed, but none were seriously ii 
jured. The balance of tbe people mad 
their way through the other doors, an 
several who were caught in thebalcon 
were compelled to jnmp to thegrnnn 
from, the roof. Tbe balcony ia line 
with wl&dowe that ewung outward, an 
they had n» trouble in getting upon th 
roof, and from there the leap to th 
ground was not itreat.

At the East seasonable conditions pre- 
vail, while wholesale trade ie quiet and 
holiday business active. No improve- 
ment is noted in the cotton goods situa- 
tion, trad wage reductions ieem immi- 
nent. Good business baa been done iu 
boots and shoes and shipments are far 
ahead of last year. Pacific Coast retail 
trade ia active and Klondyke boomers 
are gathering in the cities of Washing- 
ton and Oregon. 


Proof that the unsettled condition of 


the wheat situation affects the export 
business in the cnreal is furnished by 
the figures of shipments this week from 
both coasts of the United States and 
Canada. The total exports reported to 
Bradatreot'fl aggrezate, flour ae wheat, 
4,757,594 btubels aa against 4,604,000 
bushels last week. They also compare 
with exports of 2,211,000 bushels this 
week last year and 3,745,000 bushels in 
1895. 


Commercial failures in the United

Germany, Hossia 
and France are still negotiating and 
while there is strong pressure to bring 
about a joint action between these 
Dowers in the far east, equally potent 
influences AT* working to fruatrate such 
plans. It depends largely upon the out- 
come of these negotiations as to what 
Lnatructiona Prince Henry of Prussia 
will find awaiting him when he arrives 
it Hong Kong early ia February. In the 
meanwhile the mission of Prince Henry 
may be characterized^ mainly a dis- 
play of spread eagleism. 


A prominent diplomat in an interview 


riiu iliu correspondent here of the 
Associated Press said: Ruseia'e occupa- 
tion of Port Arthur ia permanent. She 
thereby secured a much desired ter- 
minus for the Siberian railroad which 
will be extended to Port Arthur making 
RtiBsia the undisputed mistress of Man- 
churia and the whole of North Uhina.

Address by Supt. T. J. Kirk 


at the State Teachers' 


Association.

J. Kirk, superintendent «! the Fresno 
county schools. It deals with the report 
of the committee of ^twelve appointed 
•ome time auo by the National Educa- 
tional Association and coveraavery wide 
range. Theaddresi ie a echolarly one 
and shows that Mr. Kirk ia thoroughly 
conversant with all branches of school 
work. He Bald: 


"A great debt of gratitude ia due the 


committee of twelve for their report on 
'Rural Schoola.' In my judgment, thia 
ii the moat important aud far-reaching 
report that haa yet emanated from the 
National Educational Association, for it 
not only touches all the vital pointa in 
the courses of atady, for which the other 
pmcipal reports are famous, bat it em 
bracaa the eutira field ot popular ertuca 
tion.For the discovery, and the bringing 
to light, of principlee applicable to a?6 
temi of achoola, tbo work of tbo com 
miltee ia particularly valuable. The 
principles set forth in the report appea 
BO fandamautal and rational that the 
whole may fittingly be compared to th 
national constitution, to which th 
itatea in tbeir acbool systems a book 
aabaUntially conform.

"There ia but one criticism which 


Bhall indulge, and I am not ante that' 
have ground for that. If the coinmitte 
tire to he understood as considering oar 
rural cchoola a ciasa suigcneria,il from 
any point of view they would have the 
report construed to favor or suggest a 
segregation, in an? manner, of rural 
achooU from city or town schools, I wiah 
to he anderitood as atrennqosly oppos- 
ing their views. I can conceive the con- 
ditions oi the rural echoola in the east- 
ern states being snch aa to make such 
view of the report reasonable and appli- 
cable. We will admit the eiistence of 
epauial conditiona in oar country school*, 
just as certain sections of the fltate diner 
from certain other sections; bnt the 
sentiment which obtains today BO uni- 
versally in California, that our public 
achaola, oar common schools, are a cult 
in system, one in interest, all bound to- 
gether for a common purpose, the re- 
motest coup.tr; district to this great 
metropolis, we moat ever remember, 
cherish and maintain. This common 
tie, this union, explains, in my opinion, 
why the achoole of California are the 
•pride oE oar people at home and the ad- 
miration of all visitors from abroad. It 
explains oar high average of teachers' 
salaries, our long average of school 
terms, and the attraction oar schools 
have for the strongest and best prepared 
tenchara of oar own and other states. 


"If we compare our city schooli alone 


with the city achools of the East, the 
odds are frequently against aa. 
It is 


only when we put all out schools into 
comparison with all their schools that 
we take the highest rank. The reason 
IB, because oar ratal or country schools 
are bettor than their rural echoola, be- 
cause they ara more closely related to 
aud connected wit-h village, town and 
city schools—the weak with the strong, 
the rich with the poor.. 
The rural 


schools are helped without any detri- 
ment whatever to the citipa and towna. 
It would not be eaay to determine, all 


. things considered, which receives the 


greatest benefit from thia relation, 


"We will do welt to bear in mind that 


by rural achoola the committee ot 
twelve mean not the schools of one 
teacher only, but, aa a rale, all Bchoola 
outside of cities having 8000 or more 
inhabitants. , 


"It IB in its bearings upon the schoola 


of Oaliforniathat we o! thia Association 
have need to discaaa the report at all. 
A document of such importance ie 
hound to be extensively read by teach- 
i M, school officials, and the people gen- 
• .-ally. 
Borne of its provisions will 


• 'oubuBsa be matters of dlscnefrion be- 
l >ts legislative educational committee*, 
nod in due time will be enacted into 
laws. 
Therefore it is a document 


worthy of the careful consideration of 
this association. Time will not permit 
me, were I competent to do BO, to enter 
into a, dtflcouion of all the pointa 
touched upon in the .report which are 
applicable to the schools of California, 
I will consider the discussion of the 
hoar to be in view of probable attempts 
in the near future to incorporate Borne 
of the racommendttionB of the report 


• 
into our school bTBtam, and I will there- 
fore endeavor in what I shall say to be 
as specific and practical as possible— 
bnemees-like, if you ploaae. 


SCHOOL MAINTENANCE!, 


"It is gratifying to note that, wher 


ever throughout the report the matte 
of ichool maintenance is alluded to, gen 
eral approval of the California system 
manifested. Our honorable State Sn 
perintondent, aa a member of that com 
mittee, concisely and ut the aame time 
very clearly sets forth the financial plan 
of oar public school system. I beg to 
repeat my wordfl in a former paper be 


' 
fore this aaa'ociation, that if we of Oali 
forma should never cease to remembe 
with gratitude the pioneer educators o 
Oalifornia—John 
Swett, 
Andrew J 


Moulder and others—who succeeded in 
eBtabHahing at the outset in Oalifornia 
a state school system in conttadistinc 
tion to the old district system, which 
Horace Mann labored so arduously to 
eradicate in Maasachusattg. We have 
here what may be termed the happy 
blending of the state, the county am 
the district units of taxation, 
"I do no think that we have reason 


for desiring any marked changes in oo 
method of raising revenue for oar pnbli 
Bchoola, On one point, however, on 
mnthod is not fully in accord with th 
conclusion of the committee on thia eut> 
ject- It is that, as a prerequisite fo 
Btate and county funds, the distric 
should provide, fcrniah and keep in re

air, a suitable, well-equipped echoo 
uilJiug.

CONSOLIDATING COUXTUY UI3TKICT9. 
'While believing that some of the 


very best pabl'tc achool work in 0*11- 
lornia today ia being done in achool 
rooms where twenty or more pupils of 
man? grades are under the instruction 
of ona teacher, I am ready to approve, 
wherever practicable, of the consolida- 
tion of districts, for I believe that the 
committee srpreaa a profoundly true 
principle when they state that numbers 
are essential to a live, interesting school, 
and that a school of ten or leea than ten 
children ia practically dead. In view of 
the general drift of rural population 
into towna and cities, causing the pass- 
im; awav of the ideal country school, 
with ita" ideal country surroundings, I 
feel that Bomothinu must bo done, ana 


e plan of consolidation of contiguoua 


country districts and the public convey- 
ance of children to the central school 
seems warthy of trial. « it bs possible 
to retain the identity of each district, 
for the purposes of revenue, census, etc., 
I think it would be desirable. The de- 
tails of plan and method for consolida- 
tion is a matter that would require spe- 
cial consideration. 
. 


"On account of the difficulties in « 


matter of tianaportation I cannot con- 
ceive the plan of consolidation being 
practical over a territory greater m ex- 
tent than a radius of nix or eight milea, 
and then only in communities havine 
fairly good roads. This would leave 
still unsolved the moat perplexing ques- 
tion, What shall we do In the caae of 
hundreds of districts in the thinly set- 
tled portions of the state, where a 
achool district often embraces 
from 


forty to two hundred square mileaof 
territory? I regret to report that In 
Fresno coanty we have twelve or more 
such ieolated extensive districts, and I 
freely confess that generally speaking 
the achools of such districts are ba> 
faintly breathing the breath of ar,hoo 
life. H it were possible to consolidate 
them, it would be economy in the mat- 
ter of the expenditure of funda, aa wel 
-is advantageous in other respecta, for 
hen three or four teachers could do the 
work that fifteen are now attempting to 
o. The cost of education in these dis 
ricts at present is very great. Diatance 
n view of the present means of tran 
jortation, is an insurmountable ol 
tacla in tho way of carrying oat con 
olidation in each districts. 


SUPERVISION OB1 SCHOOLS. 


"In the discussion of suporvision, 


_ clear that the committee consider th 
professional rather than the adminis- 
rative duties of the Superintendent o 
primary importance. With thia ther 
an be no disagreement. The value o 
(rofessional supervision, of expert m 
pection of school work, cannot be over 
estimated, and oar rural schools ar 
neglectedln these essentials, but I a 
not believe that the multiplicity c 
duties that come solely within the aa 
miniatrative purview ot the Superm 
endent can be intrusted, as would seem 
o be intimated, to other than eipor 
minds and hands. Theee adminiatra 
;ive duties are more than clerical. The 
ire sucb ae require wisdom, sagacity an 
udgment. Plans for school houses ar 
o be inspected and approved, end oa 
aw ii at fault in not requiring the 8a 
?orlntendont, also, to inspect and ap 
irove every article o! school furmlnr 
and apparatus that may ba purchased o 
required. It is his province to advise an 
direct as to tbe beat means of lighting 
heating, seating and of general sanit 
;iau end arrangement of school bull 
,ngs ami iiremiaei. He ia to Bit 1 
lodgment upon patitiona lor the forma 
lion of new diatricts, and for the chang 
of district boundaries, to adjust diffe 
ences betwesa boards of school traatee 
and between trustees and teachers. H 
a held responsible for the legality 
irders that he honors, and i3 required 
approve all demands noon tbe librar 
fund for books, and if his powers we 
still iorther enlarged, in these la 
named particulars, the right eort 
superintendent could protect theachoo 
and tho people against a horde 
Tenders of books, apparatus and sn; 
pliua. These venders have over preyi 
npon a fund that was intended to b 
and is a valuable feature in onr edue 
tional school system. 


"The matter of annually secariuE E 


ample county tai levy depends large 
npon the force and character of the s 
perintendent. 
A. state, a coanty, a ci 


superintendent an well, should be 
nearly an all-round man aa any poaaib 
can demand. To the qualifications of 
scholar and an expert educator shoa 
be added those of a thoroughly honea 
good business man. Mncb might 
said ae to the manner of electing coun 
and state superintendents. It hue * 
come quite common to charge that a! 
and county superintendents are polit 
ians, not educator B, and that they a 
not as a rule chosen because of fitne 
or merit, that their opinions are wor 
but little in matter strictly edncationa 
There is no doubt some ground f 
these charges, and as a remedy it 
contended that the choice of these of 
oers should be left not to the people h 
to school boards, to governors, to sups 
viaore, to legislatures, or to some oth 
limited number of individuals ar * 
choosing power. 


"Now to every rule or plan, howev 


gocd, objections can be made; but I d 
sire to claim that all so-called politics 
manipulations, wire-pulling, if you w 
permit the erpression, are not confio 
to those who deal with the masses. It 
ia my observation that small choosing 
nnitB are not always free from manipu- 
lation. 
Perhaps I may he slightly 


prejudiced in favor of my class, but I 
will go on record aa one believing that, 
ordinarily, county superintendents are 
to city superintendents as kindergarten* 
era are to high achool graduates in abil- 
ity to program and manipulate; and my

TRAINED TEACHERS. 


"Thecommittee slrikeakeynote when 
hey state that rural schools suffer from 
ie lack of trained teachers. I will go a 
;ep further and say that all onr schools 
offer for the same reason. The rural 
cboola do not contain all the novices in 
eaching. Our schools suffer from the 
oo frequent change ot teachers. Under 
ur system of county board Bsanuna- 
lona, a vast ciiny of anprofessionally 
rained teachers 
are 
aemi-annnally 


icenaedto teach. Armed with these 
oanty certificates, they are, by tho aid 
f frienda, able, very frequently, to sup- 
plant the normal graduate or the esper- 
enced teacher. True, we often secure 
scellent teachers through these county 
mard examinations, and occasionally 
be normal school sends ont a very in- 
erior teacher. 
Between 
theae two 


classes of teachers, communities all over 
he state are In doubt aa to where they 
houldlook for strong teachers. The 
icenaing of teachers by coanty boards is 
??ronz In theory and pernicious in prjc- 
ice. It was meant only to meet early 
conditions of the state, and should cease 
aoo'n, if not at once. The normal schools 
and other inatitutiona that are training 
eaehsra'ahould supply us with sufficient 
eachera'and with better teachers. Tbe 
jrofeaaionally trained teacher should be 
so decidedly superior to the untrained 
one that the moat backward community 
might readily recognize tho difference. 


"I am inclined to the belief, from 


statements received from the principals 
of our normal schools, that more normal 
,eachera wonid today bo in our echool- 
•ooma if greater encouragement ware 
;iven by superintendents and by those 
with influence in nlaeing teachers. A 
srge number of normal graduates fail 
10 get schools and many drop out of the 
work for lack of appreciation and pre- 
ferment. T find them ready to go to our 
isolated rural school districts. 
We 


should demand that onr normal BzhnaJa 
and other institutions for the traiuiag of 
teachers pass and send out each persons 
only as are specially qualified. It ia 
perhaps a little presumptuous in me to 
10 state, but my observation and experi- 
ence lead me to believe that due dis- 
crimination is not always exercised in 
graduating teachers; yet we school su- 
perintendents Ehould show our prefer- 
ence for them and encourage their com- 


importanfeqnertiou. It it poMible to 
provid* to* torn* tort ol school trott**** 
annual ioitHoUT I hope to bear eome 
diatouion oa ibis subject.

it ia admitted that rural teachers and 
pnpila labor under many disadvantages 
it would ba wise for committees on 
conraea of study to seek the reasons for 
auch efficiency and endeavor to retain 
the good features of tbe rural schools 
and also to introduce anch as may be 
transplanted to the city and town 
achoola.

recommend that the following 


facta tie considered: First, that the pu-

ins: to our counties. 
"While speaking of 
the normal 


schools, I am impressed with the report 
of the committee in the statement that 
'care should bs taken that the normal 
schools do not get too far from those 
they were specially Get to serve,' So far 
the normal schools have been chiefly in 
the interest of the rural schools. It is 
in these rural schoola with little sup«r- 
vision that trained teachers are most 
needed. The committee, with much 
propriety, in my judgment, question 
the tendency to raiee the standard of ad- 
mission to the normal schools to the re- 
quirements of a high school coarse. The 
raising of the standard of admission, 
omitting all academic atudiea horn the 
normal course, is said not to be in ac- 
cord with the best educational tho tight 
of the tiniea. The normal schools ot 
Franco, Switzerland, Germany and Aaa- 
tria give more time to academic studies 
than manynormal schools of the United, 
Statea, bnt the directions, particular!/ 
in France, are that throughout the 
course the professional aim shall be 
conatantly kept in view. I commend 
thia section of the report to those of our 
co-workera who have from the roitrom 
so strongly demanded that the academic 
work should all be done in the high 
schools, and that the normal course in 
point of time ba correspondingly cut 
down. 


CERTIFICATION OF TEACHERS. 


"Thia subject has been given no little 


attention by the committee of twelve, 
and some valuable suggestions are made 
In the report in reference to it, bnt the 
same topic has been BO thoroughly dis- 
cussed in other departments of this as- 
sociation and so recently considered in 
ed oca tional gatherings all over the state, 
that I will simply touch the matter by 
expressing the opinion that so soon ss 
we shall have reached the professional 
state in the teacher's calling and 
license professionally trained teachers 
only, this question of certification, at 
least for teachers of elementary schools, 
will have been solved. So many are 
working on the problem of the certifica- 
tion of high school teachers that, with- 
out doubt, that question will Boon be 
satisfactorily and wisely settled. 


SCHOOL Ti:i:.iTEES. 


" Next in importance to the saperin- 


tendency, if not, under existing condi- 
tions, ot greater importance, is the 
office of school trustee. Teachers in in- 
stitute may resolve, legislatures may 
paea wise lawa and superintendents may 
plan and instruct ; hat nnless the schools 
are controlled by boards of intelligent 
trustees in fall sympathy with and with 
proper appreciation of the work, it will 
never be possible to brine onr achools to 
the high standard of excellence for 
which we are striving. They hold the 
parse strings. Undar the present condi- 
tions tbev are the powers supreme. I 
would no't seek to dispense with them. 
They are cloae to the people and are ee- 
sential factors in onr school system. Aa 
a rule they may be taken as the highest 
aerugo of intelligence and of busi- 
ness ability in their 
communities.
